Ctrollne, aged 14, Chrlttlne, 
aged 9, and John aged S,. were dead, 
each with a bullet hole In ttie forehead, 
though Caroline had two.

t«ate yesterday afternoon the bodies 
were still untouched, the sheriff and 
coroner being occupied In arranging for 
the inquest and other preliminaries. In­ 
quiry will be pushed today and the ver­ 
dict of the coroner's Jury will be ren­ 
dered. It Is undoubtedly a case of mur­ 
der and suicide. The Indications are 
that Boecker flrat dispatched hla wife 
with the shotgun, shooting her in the 
neck: then used the revolver on the 
baby, ñrst shooting It and then knock­ 
ing out its brains with the butt. He 
then went upstairs where the live chil­ 
dren were sleeping and killed them. He 
must have used a light, for his aim was 
effective, each victim being shot In the 
forehead.' 


Had Praetlecd with tha Bavolvar, 


All but two children met with Instant 
death, and two lay as calmly reposed as 
if In sleep. All except Henry, who was 
not yet dead when found, were attired 
In night robes. Boecker had reloaded 
the weapon while upstali^, and evident­ 
ly sent the second bullet Into the oldest 
girl’s brain Just before leaving the room. 
Going downstairs he stretched hinnself 
beside the corpse of his wife and shot 
himself. His right hand waa burnt by 
the powder, showing much use of the 
revolver. The revolver he borrowed 
from his brother Henry last^ Thursday, 
remarking that he wanted It to kill 
rats In the cellar. It Is now recalled 
that he had since practiced targetshoot- 
Ing with it. Boecker was 31 years old 
and for over twenty years had lived In 
the same nelghborhood—ln fact, on the 
same farm. 


. ^No PMnaaailloa of tha Tragedy* 
Sunday he attended Roman Catholic 
services at Breda with hla wife and 
some of the children. Later in the day 
le was visited by a neighbor, who says 
that when he left the Boecker home In 
the evening they were seemingly a 
happy family, and not a premonition of 
the awful tragedy acted a few hours 
later was manifest on Boecker or any 
one of the household. Member« of his 
tether's family say he had no family 
troubles^ his financial affairs were In 
good shape, and they can assign no mo­ 
tive for the terrible crime. On the oth­ 
er hand ft la hinted that thia man who 
lived an ordinarily good life for thirty- 
five years, did not turn an Incarnate 
Send alnce sundown Sunday evening.

The point is m ade th a t m ail is freight, 
and th at there is absolutely nothing in 
the franchise of an y Of the roads, w ith 
the possible exception of the Chicago 
General Electric road, which is operat­ 
ing under the charter of a steam road, 
conveying authority to carry freight of 
any sort. 
If it can be shown th at the 
road has no right to carry th e United 
States mall, one of the obstacles In the 
w ay of a strike m ay be removed. 
“If 
there Is a strike on the south side street 
car lines, which I hope will not occur, 
the governm ent will insist th at there be 
no Interference w ith th,e railw ay mail 
service on the Cottaire Orove line. This 
m eans th at any one who not only inter­ 
feres with the mall trains but w'lth*the 
operation of the cable or power house so 
as to interrupt the transm iasion of the 
m ails will be prom ptly arrested by the 
United States m arshal."

County Agent Whitehead and Super­ 
intendents of the Poor Reynolds and 
Franklin, of the county board of prison 
inspectors, are today occupied with an 
investigation of the condition of the 
county jail and the St. Joseph city jail. 


The inspectors declare that the city 
prison of St. Joseph is a trap in whi< ^ 
the prisoners would burn like rats in 
case the city hall caught fire. **It 


*'andwe shall recommend a remedy 
for the dangerous condition of the St 
Joseph city lail.” 


The remedy the inspectors will pro­ 
pose is that a guard be employed ^to 
watch the jail while prisoners are con­ 
fined there. The jail consists of a 
huge iron cage, set in the centre of a 
rcom, and prisoners detained there are 
necessarily looked in cells within the 
cage from which they could not possi­ 
bly escape in case of fire. They are 
lelt there nights without an attendant 
and the jail inspectors declare this 
practice must be discontinued.

Boeeker waa to help a 
neighbor threah yaaterday morning, and 
on not putting In an appearance' about 
I o’clock hla br^er Henry, who llvee 
with the old folke about twenty rede 
away, went to leara the reaaon of hla 
failure to help. The doora were locked 
and'there were no algna of llfo about. 
He tried to get In the houae, but met no 
reaponae, and finally he kicked In the 
door and found the aUte of affaira 
above deaortbed. Boeeker with hla wife 
and baby alept In a back room, and the 
three cocpaea lay on one bed.

The wife had been ahot In the neck 
with a ihotgun, which atood In the 
comer; the baby had been ahot and Ita 
head cruahed with the butt of a re­ 
volver. The man atlll breathing had a 
bullet hole high up on the forehead and 
by hla aide waa a Smith ^ Weaaota alx- 
ahooter, two ohambera empty. It la a 
atory and half frame house, and up- 
atalra Henry, aged I, and Uaaie, aged 
f, |ay on a bed with bullet h'olea in the 
forehead, the latter dead, the boy atlll 
breathing, and In the oppoalte corner of 
the room. Cai^ltne, ag^ 14, Chrlitlne, 
aged 9, and John aged 8, were dead, 
each with a bullet hole In the forehead,

His aim Wm WRmUv« Emeh Tlw«. 
Late yesterday afternoon the bodies 
were still untouched, the sheriff and 
coroner lieing occupied in arranging for 
the inquest and other preliminaries. In­ 
quiry will be pushed today and the ver­ 
dict of the coroner's jury will be ren­ 
dered. It is undoubtedly a case of mur­ 
der and suicide. The Indications are 
that Boeeker flrat dispatched his wife 
with the shotgun, shooting her in the 
neck: then used the revolver on the 
baby, first shooting it and then knock­ 
ing out ita brains w'ith the butt. He 
then went upstairs where the five chil­ 
dren were sleeping and killed them. He 
must have used a light, for his aim was 
effective, each victim being shot In the 
forehead.

Had PnMitlccd wllk th« Revolver. 


MAll but two children met with Instant 
eath, and two lay aa calmly reposed as 
if In sleep. AU except Henry, w’ho was 
not yet dead when found, were attired 
in night robes. Boeeker had ^ reloaded 
the weapon while upstairs, and evident­ 
ly sent the aecond bullet into the oldest 
girl’s brain just liefore leaving the room. 
Going downstairs he stretched himself 
beside the corpse of his wife and shot 
himself. His right hand waa burnt by 
the powder, showing much use of the 
revolver. The revolver he borrowed 
from his brother Henry last Thuraday, 
remarking that he w'anted it to kill 
rata in the collar. It is now^ recalled 
that he had since practiced target shoot­ 
ing with it. Boeeker was 34 years old 
and for over twenty years had lived In 
the same neighborhood—In fact, on the 
same farm.

Topeka, Kan., Sept. 2S.—The Injune- 
tlon granted some time ago by the fed* 
cral judge at Colorado Springs restrain­ 
ing the state insurance superintendent 
from interfering with the business in 
thisstateof the New York Mutual Ijlfeln* 
surance company haa been affirmed and 
made perpetual by Federal Judge John 
F. Williams. The state wants to pro­ 
scribe the company because it refuses to 
pay the claims in the famous Hllimon 
case. Judge Williams said in his opin­ 
ion that such action was arbitrary and 
an assumption of authority in a min­ 
isterial officer that Is startling." 


The decision, in effect, is a repetition 
of the action of the court at Coloradc 
Springs^ which set all Kansas to talking 
against the federal courts, caused Gov­ 
ernor lieedy to denounce the court, and 
led to Attorney General Boyle's defiance 
of the court by bringing quo warranto 
proceedings.

waters emerge from the mountain into 
the little lakes they are hot, boiling 
hot. During their dark underground 
journey they fall several hundr^ feet 
and also many degrees in hotness, so 
that when they a ^ n see daylight they 
are much cooler. This then is Boiling 
River,

stream of hot water.

The inspectors declare that the city 
prison of St. Joseph is a trap in which 
the prisoners would bum like rats in 
case the city hall caught fire. **It 
wonld be imposable to get the prisoners 
out* of the cage It a ore broke out,” 
said one of the inspectors to Th e Ne w s , 
«and we shall recommend a remedy 
for the dangerous condition of the St 
Joseph city jail.” 


The remedy the inspectors will pro- 
Iz that a guard be employed to 
natch the jail while prisoners are con 
Üned there. The jail consists of a 
huge iron cage, set in the centre of a 
rcom, and prisoners detained there are 
necessarily looked in cells within the 
cage from which they could not possi­ 
bly escape in case of fire. They are 
left there night% without an attendant 
and the jail inspectors declare this 
practice must be discontinued.
